The board should i n  my opinion, adopt the  gensra l  ou t l i ne  of 
that plan but  should i n s t i t u t e  comprehensive ac t i on  on the  
re leases  from resemriors as present ly  ca l l ed  for .  

To equal ly balance d e l t a  water flow, inhance south d e l t a  flows 
and revive  t h e  San Joaquin River and salmon numbers, you need 
t o  take the  following ac t i ons  i n  t he  next four  years. 

I, Fed. and S t a t e  agreement t o  reduce f lood con t ro l  l e v e l s  a t  
Don Pedro and New Melones p ro jec t s  by 200,000 a c r e  f e e t  each. 
The s i z e  of t he  p ro j ec t s  capaci ty  w i l l  al low f i she ry  flows 
and add i t i ona l  i r r i g a t i o n  water without compromisinCS flood 
con t ro l  f ea tu res .  

2. San Francisco should be required t o  r e l ea se  50,000 ac r e  f e e t  
from Exchecqer Dam each f a l l  t o  r e s t o r e  Merced salmon runs. 
This add i t i ona l  water can be o f f s e t  from the  Los Vaqueros 
projec t  i f  needed. 

3. Fr i an t  p ro jec t  must be required o r . fo rced  t o  r e l ea se  200,000 
ac r e  f e e t  i n  a l l  but  drought years  t o .  improve south d e l t a  
waterflow, d i l u t e  ag  runoff and r e s t o r e  San Joaquin salmon, 

Any a c t i o n  taken by t h e  board t h a t  does not Include the  above, 
i s  no more than doing business as usual  and ignoring your most 
important duty which is ' -. . : a b e t t e r  balance f o r  a l l  the  
s t a t e  resources including f i s h e r i e s  and w i ld l i f e ,
